COLUMBUS, 0O., Nov. 16.—Dead in a 


hospital for the insane at 21 years of 
age, from the effects of hazing, as his 


parents believe, the body of Charles ‘B.

Baltic today. Death was due to pneu- 
monia, but Dr. Charles F. Gilliam, su- 
perintendent, said last evening that the 
young man was in a weakened condi- 
tion when received at the hospital, Oct. 
24, and had scarcely taken any nourish- 
ment 4t all, so that he had no vital- 
ity to withs:and the disease. Schnearer 
was freshman ‘n the preparatory de- 
saieeabas sat. 7 Wittenberg College at 
Springfield. 

Attendants at the State Hospital say 
that from the_young man’s talk, they 
gathered he had been subjected to a 
severe ordeal that had frightened him. 
One expressed the opinion yesterday 
that the youth might have been sub- 
jected to the water cure. 

College President Denies Hazing. 

President Charles Heckert of Witten- 
berg said to the Post-Dispatch this 
morning: “There is absolutely not the 
least foundation for a charge of haz- 
ing. I never heard of any rumor of the 
sort. Professor Nathan Harter has 
told me that there is absolutely noth- 
ing In the t:ory. He has charge of the 
academy and is in charge all night as 
proctor of the boys’ dormitory where 
Schnearer roomed.’’’ 

President Heckert said that young 
Schnearer had been acting queerly for 
some days before he was seized with. 
acute iliness about four weeks agu, 
when he collapsed. 

Dr. Heckert said that the boy’s 
studies, particularly his geometry 
had caused him great worry. This is

Phenomenon to Take Place 
Wednesday Evening Between 
5:54 and 6:46. 


A total eclipse of the moon will be 
visible in St. Louis between 5:54 and 
6:46 p. m., Wednesday, weather per- 
mitting. It will be after 8 p. m. be- 
fore the satellite passes completely 
out of the earth’s shadow. 

At the request of the British As- 
tronomical Association, its members 
all over the world will use the oppor- 
tunity to observe dAristarchus and 
Proclus, two brilliant specks on the 
moon’s surface which some scientists 
believe to be live volcanoes.

Fourteen Lines Prevented 
From Making Advances Be- 
tween Here and K. C. 


LONG STANDING FIGHT 


‘Affects Jobbing Interests of 


Two Cities and Traffic 
From East. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The attempt 


of about fourteen rajlroads operating 
between the Mississippi and Missouri 


Rivers to resume advances in rates al- 
ready condemned from Washington 
was thwarted by a suspension order 
announced by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today in what is known as 
the Burnham-Hanna-Munger case -of 
Kansas City. 

The suspension involves a long-stand- 
ing fight between St. Louls and Ken- 
sas City jobbing interests and affects 
an immense traffic from the Bast. The 
ultimate decision will be of vital im- 
portance to not only the immediate vol- 
ume of business, but as a precedent to 
rate-making by basic points. 

Ordered Class Rates. 

The commission ordered the class 
rates from the Mississippi to the Mis- 
souri, applicable on shipments moving 
from points East of St. Louis to Kansas 
City “and beyond. The principle in- 
volved is that the’rates from the Hast 

Kansas City should be lower than 
the aggregate of the rates from the 
East to St. Louis and St. Louis to 
Kansas City. 

The railroads appealed to the courts 
and when the Supreme Court of the 
United States sustained the commission 
the railroads put into effect the de- 
creased rates. This litigation extended 
over almost two years and with the 
near expiration of a fixed period the 
railroads gave notice of the contem- 
plated restoration of the rates which 
had been condemned. 

Reads Involved. 

The roads which filed these schedules 
include the Santa Fe, Chicago & Alton, 
Chicago, Great Western, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and. St, Paul, 
Chicago & Northwestern, Rock Island, 
Illinois Central, Iowa Central, Missouri 
Pacific. Wabash and others, severai 
hundred other carriers being made de- 
rendants. The Burnham company is & 
Kansas City jobbing concern. 


An official of the Traffic Bureau of 
the Business Men's League explained 
to the Post-Dispatch that under the 
ruling of the commission, shipments 
from New York to Kansas City pay 
a charge.of only 61 cents for the haul 
across Missouri. Shipments which are 
started from St. Louis are charged @& 
cents to Kansas City. Chicago also pays 
a 60-cent rate on first-class freight. 

The ruling of the commission does 
not affect the rates from St. Louis 
and other Mississippi River points 
to Kansas City and other Missouri 

Fiver points. But if the railroads 
bad been allowed to raise their rates 
as planned, all shippers would have 
been charged the same rate across 
Missouri! without. regard to the start- 
ing point. St. Louis has rece'ved 
concessions on Denver shipments so 
that it now pays only 37 cents more 
than Kansas City instead of 60 as 
formerly.

moat. This decline, which was much 
more general than two days before, 
ranged from half a cent to 2% cents 
a pound. 

Pork took the lead in the decline 
and the prices quoted by the deal- 
ers at Union Market showed a decided 
falling off, all pork and pork prod- 
ucts being quoted from 2% to 5 cents 
cheaper than a year ago. 

Of special interest around Thanks- 
giving time, prices of turkeys and 
chiekeng are from 2 to 5 cents cheap- 
er than this time last year, and re- 
tallers predict the present prices will 
prevail until after Thanksgiving. 

| ‘Surkeys at 22 Cents. 

Good turkeys are now selling at 22 
cents, while a year ago the poorer 
grades were easily bringing 25 and 
the better ones 28. The decline in 
chicken prices has not been as great, 
but a falling off from 18 to 16 cents 
is noted by retailers. 

Steaks and other forms of beef do 
not yet show much difference in 
price, though the better cuts are re- 
duced several cents in some instances. 
A good sirloin sfeak which a year 
ago cost 40 cents now sells for 35 
cents, while the choice porterhouse 
steak for a small family which cost 
55 cents a’year ago can be had 6 cents 
cheaper this year. 

The prices of butter and, eggs has 
teen kept up to last year’s quota- 
tions, though a fairly good class of 
butter can be had nearly 5 cents 
cheaper. The top class of both but- 
ter and eggs, however, is selling at 
the. same price as a year ago. 
Retailers at Union Market say that 
from a business standpoint the charge 
in the market is not bothering them 
greatly. They said Wedriesday they 
preferred to have the drop in the bet- 
ter grades than In the cheaper meats, 
but predicted that with a decline in 
the prices of the better grades the 
cheaper cuts would also come down. 

Forced to Buy Cheaper Grades. 

They attribute the high prices of the 
poorer cuts to the fact that consumers 
who in years past had bought better 
grades were forced by high prices to 
buy cheaper meat. The great demand 
for the cheaper cut forced the price 
up. They say a decline of prices to 
near the old quotations for the better 
cuts wil) lessen the demand for ‘the 
poorer qualities and the prices of that 
class will soon drop. 

The drop in retafl prices follows 
closely on the decline of the wholesale 
prices. Pork chops at the market 
dropped in less than a week from 28 
cents to from 15 to 17. 
in the same time dropped from 28 to 
17 cents. 

Porterhouse steaks have newaail 
from 17%@27% to 15@25, while sirloin 


steaks are down from 17%@20 to 15@|.

Further Decline Expected. 

One Union Market dealer said 
Wednesday that beef prices would 
probably fall from 1 to 2 cents more 
within the next two weeks, and that 
pork might get a little lower, though 
he believed the greater part of the 
drop in pork had already been noted. 

The general] conditions, however, 
he said, assure the housewife that her 
allowance will go a little farther in 
keeping up her table than a year ago.

Henry V. Lucas, who put silk -stock- 
ings om basebai] players and who in a 
few years descended from the estate of 
a millionaire to that of a §$75-a-month 
street inspcctor, died suddeniy at the 
home of his niece, Mrs. W. D. Boyce, 
at 5530 Clemens avenue, Tuesday after- 
hoon. 

Heart disease, together with injuries 
received recently in a fa)l, caused his 
death. 

The home where Lucas was born 33 
years ago was on the present site of 
the Frisco Building at Ninth and Olive 
streets. Surrounding this home were 
the rolling meadows and fertile fields 
of the Lucas farm, covering, an area 
which now includes within its limits 
the Post-Dispatch building, the Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce, the Third Na- 
tional Bank, the Fullerton, Holland 
Missouri Trust, Chemical, Odd Fellows, 
Frisco and Century buildings, the post 
office and the new Carnegie Library. 

Baseball was the rock on which Lucas 
fortunes were wrecked. In four years 
he lost more than a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars in an effort to give St. Louis 
a winning ball team. In this he suc- 
ceeded, but his lavish expenditures in 
financing an organization to fight the 
National League led him to disaster. 

A spectacular aggregation was the 
Union League which Lucas got together 
in 1884 after his application for a Na- 
tional League franchise had been re- 
jected. 

To the Lucas standard flocked such 
star players as Jack Glasscock, Fred 
Dunlap, Charley Sweeney, Jerry Denny, 
Joe Quinn, Milt Whitehead, Jack Bren- 
nan, Dave Rowe, George Baker, P Jack 
Kirby and Orator Schaeffer.

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CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 16.—TIf 
the general run of Yale formations,

She Is Personally Directing 
Her Lawyers in Fighting 
Serious Charge. 


GRAND JURY ORDERED 


Special Inquisitorial Body Is 
Ordered to Take Charge 
of the Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WHEELING, W. Va., Nov. 16.~—Ad- 


mittedly to forestall the activities of 
the ‘defense, Prosecuting Attorney J. 
Bernard Handlan yesterday afternoon 
asked that *he charge of poisoning with 
intent to kill. which rests against Mrs. 


Laura Farnsworth Schenk, wife of 
John O. Schenk, the millionaire. pork 
packer of Wheeling, be laid before a 
specia] gran jury. The judge granted 
the petition without argument and or- 
dered the imraneling of a jury for Fri- 
day. 

No further arrests are probable unless 
they become necessary to prevent the 
disappearance of witnesses, and the plot 
against the life of Schenk will be laid 
at the door of his wife alone. This, It 
is known, is satisfactory to the defense. 

In spite of the calling of the special 
grand jury, no time has been fixed for 
the preliminary hearing of the. case 
against Mrs. Schenk. There is even a 
possibility that there will be .no hearing 
at all, the committing magistrate mere- 
ly binding the prisoner over on the mo- 
tion of the Prosecutor and the formal 
waiver by the defense. 

Directs Her Own Defense. 

Mrs. Schenk is directing her own cas°. 
Her attorneys have sought her advice 
at every step in their preparations, and 
Attorney J. J. O’Brien said today hs 
never had to do with a shrewder or 
more resourceful client. More than one 
suggestion made by her attorneys has 
been rejected by her, and she has bee 
directing in detail the fashioning of the 
whole case for the defense. A wel'- 
substantiated report credits the defenss 
with an intent to show that the ar- 
senic found in the lithia water analyzed 
at Johns Hopkins and the.University of 
Virginia found its way there as a re 
sult of the illness of little, Virginia 
Schenk, immediately after Dr. F. I.. 
Hupp was called in to attend her fa- 
ther. 


The attempt is being made to estab- 
lish the fact that the drug came from 
dregs of medicine left in the glass from 
which she drank and that not until what 
was left of the water that sickened her 
was poured back into the lithia bottle 
could any trace of arsenic have been 
found there. It is said, however, the 
State will rebut this by showing froin 
the reports of the chemists that no such 
quantity of the drug as was discovered 
could have come from such a source. 

The State is still at work on the trail 
of the arsenic. ‘The search yesterday 
was confined to nearby towns in Ohio, 
to many of which Mrs. Schenk. went 
in the course of the automobile trips 
that promise to figure so extensive'y in 
the evidence. Friends of Mrs. Schenk 
maintain more positively than ever that 
the State has not been able to trace a 
single suspicious purchase to her. Hand- 
lan answers all inquiries with the as- 
surance that when he unmasks his bat- 
teries there will be no peer of 
diverting their fire. 

May Be Retonciliation. 

Nothing but a most extraordinary com- 
plication can prevent the recovery of 
Schenk, it was said at the North Wheel- 
ing Hospital today. This was a factor 
in leading Prosecutor Handlan to ask 
for the special grand jury, for with the 
assurance of the packer’s complete re- 
covery, the possibility of having to 
change the charge against Mrs. Schenk 
to a more serious one was removed.

It is 
not recorded that women played an 
important part or were officially 
concerned in the labor affairs of 
those days. 

. But some changes have taken place 
in the meantime. Today there are a 
hundred or more women visiting St. 
Louis who are active participants 
in this convention, keenly alive to 
the inner politics, personally inter- 
ested in the discussions, acting on 
committees and casting their vyotes 
with the men. 

And the one delegate sent to cast 
the entire vote of that rampantly in- 
surgent and boastfully progressive 
State of Kansas is a woman. 


She Beleves Her Tongue 
Was Given Her to Talk. 


She is Miss Zula Taylor of Topeka, not 
only a full-fledged member of the A. 
F. of L., with her card in the Garment 
Workers’ Union, but a member of the 
Executive Board of that fraternity, pres- 
ident of her loca) union, No. 127, and 
vice-president of the State Federation 
of Labor of Kansas. 


Miss Taylor has been sent time after 
time as delegate to various labor cor- 
ventions. She is especially valuable as 
& speaker. So, you see, she is a unio. 
jaber leader of no small caliber and im- 
portance, 


“Why shouldn't I be suited to this 
work?” she asks. “Every woman has a 
tongue in her head and can talk. No- 
body has ever contended that woman 
is not endowed equally with man with 
the power of speech. And no man has 
ever been successful in denying her the 
right to talk, however many rights to 
vote may have been denied her. In this 
case—or at least for the time being— 
talking may do as much good as’ voting.

“What is the average man working 
for? His family. Does he do the mar- 
keting and the shopping? No. If the 
average man does not turn over his pay 
envelope to his wife, he might as well, 
for eventually all he has reverts to 
his family, anyway. Women are the 
recognized spenders in this country.

"Think of the balance of power which 
is theirs! If they would refuse to buy 
any but goods bearing the union ia- 
bels, there would be no doubt about the 
prosperity of the labor unions. 


“So I go forth and talk labor labela, 
especially to the wives, mothers, sia- 
ters and daughters. It is a campaigr. 
of education. As soon as women cone 
to understand and see that organised 
labor is right, they become suffragists. 
Really, the ballot doesn’t do them any 

good, anyway, until they knew whet 
it is they want and why.”

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THE OPPORTUNITY. 

As the leader of the Democratic minority when 
it was powerless under Cannon rules, Congress- 
man Champ Clark now looks forward to its work 
in reforming the tariff under Democratic rules, 
as a “golden opportunity.” 

It may be so used and there is no question 
that the country which voted it ds an opportunity 
wished it to be made golden by use.

Her chief assist- 
ant is Miss Gertrude Barnum, a wealthy New 
York woman, who is official organizer for the 
Women’s Trade Union League. They enjoy the 
support and counsel of Miss: Jane Addams.

Cables indicating general rain 
threatening in the southern part of 
Argentina, where drouht has been re- 
ported and the market bulled on it 


the past week, turned a strong market 
intO a weak one late today. The close 
was unsettled around the low level.

His first act on ar- 
rival was to reduce the estimates of 
the country’s -exportable surplus about 
20,000,000 bu to 120,000,000, and report con- 
ditions in :he wheat area not as favor- 
able as previously reported. Chicago 
prices shot upward on the news. 

It will be interesting to watch the op- 
erations of the Chicago operators and 
Broomhall’s Argentine reports from now 
forward. 

Besides the Argentine news, Liverpool 
reported a better demand for Plata 
cargos and the Continent still bidding 
for cargo arrivals.

Merchants are buyi in large quan- 
tities, and are buying ‘the higher-class 
goods, while for several years, they have 
been content with small purchases and 
less expensive merchandise. ‘This, the 
wholesalers say, -is indicative of a bet- 
ter spring business. 

Each wholesale house keeps a record 
of the name and address of each buyer, 
and from these records it is learned mer- 
chants are now in St. Louis from ter- 
ritory which has been considered far out 
of the St. Louis trade zone. Ten buy- 
ers for the largest retail stores in Chi- 
cago attended the Rice-Stix sale, and 
many of them visited the other houses. 
The registers at the different stores 
show merchants from Louisville, Kansas | 
City, Des Moines, Cleveland, Indianap- 
olis, Little Rock, Omaha, Fort Worth. 
Denver, Cincinnati and many other 
places. 

The heads of the other wholesale 
houses say they are profiting by the ex- 
tensive advertising given the Lowen- 
stein sale, and that as a result of the 
hundreds of merchants who are in St. 
Louis this week who have never traded 
in this city before, the wholesale busi- 
ness in St. Louis should be increased 
from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 a year. They 
express the belief that the business of 
nearly al] these merchants will be held 
for St. Louis. 

At the Rice-Stix company, it was 
atated that from present indications 
practically all the $1,000,000 Lowenstein 
stock will be sold by the end of the 
week, and.the buying there is going 
extensively into the regular stock of 
the company.
